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APPARATUS AND METHOD FOR 
PERFORMING NERVE CONDUCTION 
STUDIES WITH LOCALIZATION OF 
EVOKED RESPONSES 

This is a decision on the petition to withdraw holding of abandonment filed on Jan. 11, 2008. 
The letter is being considered as a petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .181(a). No fee is required. The 
petitioner requests withdrawal of the holding of abandonment. 

The petition is GRANTED.

In view of the above, the Notice of Abandonment mailed Dec. 1 1, 2007 is in error and is hereby 
vacated. The holding of abandonment is withdrawn. This application is being forwarded to the 
examiner in Art Unit 3736 for appropriate action. 
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
